4.  The  only  rider  on  any  bicycle  at  any  time  shall  be  the  operator  of 
the  bicycle. 

5.  All  bicycles  shall  observe  and  obey  all  traffic  laws  deemed  applic- 
able to  bicycles,  such  as  stop  signs,  use  of  hand  signals. 

6.  All  bicycles  shall  be  deemed  to  be  under  the  responsibility  of  the 
owner  at  all  times. 


7.  The  penalty  for  a  violation  of  the  ordinance  or  any  part  thereof  shall 
be  the  impounding  of  said  bicycle  by  a  police  officer  or  a  court  of  law  for  a 
period  of  time  not  to  exceed  thirty  days.    By  petition.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER 

TOWN  OF  CHARLESTOWN    1967 

This  past  year  has  been  unusual  in  that  there  has  been  a  low  number  of 
complaints  for  the  Health  Officer  to  investigate.  This  makes  the  job  a  little 
more  pleasant  and  leads  me  to  believe  that  our  health  and  nuisance  problems 
are  on  the  decrease. 

Ths  usual  number  of  water  samples  were  taken  in  both  Charlestown  and 
North  Charlestown  with  the  results  all  being  satisfactory.  The  swimming 
pool  was  tested  each  week  throughout  the  swimming  season.  Through  the  co- 
operation of  the  Recreation  Committee,  each  time  the  pool  became  con- 
taminated it  was  drained  and  refilled  and  therefore  was  kept  open  for  a  full 
season. 

The  annual  rodent  extermination  program  was  carried  out  early  in  the 
fall  at  the  town  dump.  The  results  were  very  satisfactory  and  I  believe  that 
the  rodent  population  at  our  dumps  has  been  greatly  reduced  due  to  the  con- 
sistency of  this  program. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Officers,  Water  Department,  and  the  citizens 
of  Charlestown  for  their  cooperation  in  the  past  year.

SILSBY  FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

Report  of  Trustees 

The  gradual  increase  in  the  circulation  and  reference  collections  and  in 
use  of  the  library  indicate  its  increasing  value  to  the  town.  However,  each 
step  forward  aggravates  the  already  critical  shortage  of  space.  Even  now 
there  is  not  shelf  space  for  all  the  books  and,  frequently,  not  room  for  all 
the  patrons. 

The  trustees  have  had  preliminary  plans  prepared  for  an  addition  of  the 
most  modest  size  and  type  that  would  qualify  for  Federal  aid.  The  architect's 
cost  estimate  is  such  that,  with  maximum  federal  aid,  the  cost  to  the  town 
would  be  about  $60,000.00.  The  trustees  have  felt  that  under  present  con- 
ditions they  could  not  ask  the  town  to  assume  that  burden. 

The  trustees  are  exploring  all  other  possible  solutions  that  have  any 
merit.     Some  of  them  would  result  in  increased  annual  operating  expenses.

T.  R.  A.  REPORT 

The  T.R.A.  work  was  done  on  Lovers  Lane.  The  work  consisted  of 
graveling  low  spots,  applying  farmers  mix,  about  four  inches  of  tar  and 
gravel,  then  sealing  with  a  one-fourth  gallon  to  the  square  yard  later.  Also, 
the  stones  from  the  gravel  were  picked  up.  About  248  ft.  of  fence  was  in- 
stalled, the  banks  were  raked  down  and  seeded  with  grass  seed. 
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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  started  out  as  usual.  Snow,  cold  and  plenty  of  plowing,  sanding 
and  salting.  Also,  snow  removal  from  the  streets.  Not  only  were  the  high- 
ways plowed,  but  we  also  plowed  the  school  yards,  cemeteries  and  churches. 

In  the  spring  we  graveled  Town  Farm  Hill,  Burrough  Road,  Hackett 
Swamp  Road,  Never  Never  Land  Road  and  parts  of  other  roads.  We  installed 
and  lengthened  15  culverts.  Graded  all  dirt  roads,  cleaned  all  culverts  and 
all  ditches. 

The  summer  work  consisted  of  patching  all  tarred  roads  with  cold  patch 
and  preparing  for  tarring.  The  roads  tarred  were  Morningside  Lane,  part 
of  Acworth  Road,  River  Street,  Bridge  Street,  North  West  Street,  Catholic 
Hill,  Depot  Street,  part  of  East  Street  Extension,  also  Elementary  School 
yard.    Part  of  Perry  Ave.  was  scarified,  relayed  and  tarred. 

Work  was  also  done  on  T.R.A.  which  is  in  another  report. 

Not  as  much  work  was  accomplished  as  wanted  to  be  because  of  lack 
of  help.  For  about  three  months  the  Highway  Department  had  only  three  men 
and  the  Road  Agent  in  employment. 

The  fall  work  consisted  of  grading  dirt  roads,  cleaning  leaves  from  the 
ditches  and  culverts,  putting  up  snow  fences  and  preparing  equipment  to  get 
ready  for  winter. 

Winter  againl  Plowing,  salting  and  sanding  all  over  again.  The  High- 
way Department  enjoyed  serving  the  citizens  of  Charlestown  and  are  looking 
forward  to  serving  you  again  this  year.

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DOES  THE  DARTMOUTH-LAKE  SUNAPEE  REGION  ASSOCIATION

The  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region  Association  was  formed  in  1936. 
It  was  one  of  the  first  organizations  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States.  Some 
of  the  things  it  has  done  and  is  doing  are: 

1.  Worked  to  establish  Mt.  Sunapee  State  Park  and  Beach. 

2.  Helped  open  up  Pillsbury  State  Park. 

3.  Works  for  Lebanon  College. 

4.  Fought  for  the  Regional  Airport  in  Lebanon. 

5.  Supports  Fort  #4. 

6.  Helped  establish  MPB  in  Charlestown. 

7.  Gives  leadership  to  the  Connecticut  River  Valley  Watershed  Council. 

8.  Actively  is  promoting  stream  purification. 

9.  This  year  the  Association  is  conducting  a  survey  of  the  industrial  and 
recreational  potential  of  all  the  towns  in  the  region.  The  selectmen 
and  planning  committee  of  Charlestown  have  completed  this  survey 
and  were  the  first  town  to  complete  and  return  it  to  the  region  office 
in  Lebanon. 

10.  Charlestown  is  mentioned  in  several  thousand  pieces  of  literature 
that  is  put  out  by  both  the  State  and  D-LSR  for  promotion  of  our  area. 

I  have  been  Charlestown's  Regional  Councilor  for  several  years.  It 
costs  me  out  of  my  own  pocket  from  $3-6  for  each  of  about  ten  meetings  a 
year.  I  honestly  feel  that  Charlestown  gets  much  more  out  of  membership 
in  the  Association  than  the  amount  that  we  put  into  it.
